cotnpetent and onprejudJeed observer. True {tterature is the 
mirror of contemporaty thought and sciitiiiient. and the alu>r- 
naring phases of hope and despair of tire i^eniians during the 
liLsl eight ycar^ f 1905-191 are wuH reflected in the cphcmcrul
